On all these occasions strikes were called after negotiations lasting 
24 hours or over, in which Premier’ Antonin Zapotocky and Frantisek Zupka, \ 
chairman of the Central Trade Union Council took a personal part. Negotiations 
with leaders of the strikes were conducted by Antonin Novotny, secretary of the 
reniret Committee of the Czech Communist Party
